Instructions to draft a bill 
to put the districts on the same 
footing as flood control, light­ 
ing and water districts were 
given Assistant County Counsel 
Harold W. Kennedy by the 
board of supervisors. Torrance 
Is a part of Sanitation District 
No. 5.

Supervisor William A. Smith 
of Whtttier said he had felt for 
some time that this engineering 
work could be well taken over 
by the county engineer's de­ 
partment. This would obviate 
the necessity of a chief engineer, 
who formerly received $10,800 
annually, but who now receives 
but $7,500, It was pointed out.

Effect of the change would 
be to vest the power of con­ 
trolling the districts in the hands 
of the board of supervisors, in­ 
stead of in the hands of a 
group of mayors of cities served 
by the district.
